Winnipeg, Nov ember 24.—Wh at is 
claimed to be th e longest and h eav ­ 
iest train load of grain in th e world’s

would have this session deferred un 
til next fall. 
He said summers were 
too hot in Washington to permit 
of 
the best work, but it is doubful if that 
is his only reason, because he added 
that the ways and means committee 
might sit here through 
the summer 
and carefully prepare a measure 
to 
be considered by Congress next fall. 
Speaker Longworth probably believes 
haste will be waste, if Congress tries 
to rush tariff revision this spring. 
Senator McNary of Oregon, co-au­ 
thor of the McNary-Haugen farm re ­ 
lief bill, revealed that he has finish­ 
ed drafting a revised version of his 
bill, which omits the equalization fee 
so objectoinable to President

McNary, though a regular Republi­ 
can, sees a danger in the fact

Democrats have 
gone over to a higher

than they ever have tolerated. 
He is 
not opposed to

only hopes the party will not

Senator King, Utah, Democrat, an­

rado, Utah, Idaho and Nebraska who 
are insisting upon shutting out Phil­

The revised McNary bill contains 
all of the m ajor provisions of the old 
measure which was twice vetoed ex­ 
cept the equalization fee.

will provide for:

000 to be used in stabilizing surplus 
crops.

A council selected by farm ers 
to have advisory powers.

Stablization corporations

posed of prdoucers and financed

the federal board, empowered to buy 
up surplus crops and hold them dur­ 
ing periods of glut. 
The chief change from the old bill 
is that the farm board would be em­ 
powered to creat as many stabiliza­ 
tion corporations as necessary.

old plan was to create one 
corpora­ 
tion for each commodity, but it 
has 
been suggested that growers of

same commodity located 
in 
widely 
separated regions are sometimes sub­ 
ject to diverse conditions and would 
prefer to deal through

stabilization corporation, instead of a 
national one.

Washington, Nov ember 23.—Presi­ 
dent Coolidge, speaking before 
the 
I4*fc*onal Grange, declared that v olu n­ 
tary co-operation among farmer of­ 
fered the most promising solu tion to 
their great marketing problem. 
In a comparativ ely short address, 
the President did not 
mention 
the 
McNary -Hau gen bill which he has 
twice v etoed, and he barely noticed 
President-elect Hoov er’s proposal for 
stabilization corporations to 
handle 
farm crops. 
He said that he had set 
ou t his own v iews on farm relief so 
many times that he did not care to 
dwell on them on this occasion. 
“Sometimes I wonder if gatherings 
of farmers are not a little tired 
of 
hearing discu ssions of farm relief , 
he observ ed. 
“One of the greatest handicaps of 
agricu ltu re is temporary ov er produ c­ 
tion”, the President declared. 
“The 
world is hu ngry to consu me all 
the 
farmer ev er raises. His difficu lty aris­ 
es from attempting to sell 
at 
the 
wrong time or the wrong place. The 
most su ccessfu l method of 
meeting 
this difficu lty has been tru e co-opera­ 
tiv e associations. They hav e enabled 
agricu ltu re in a 
large way to take 
better adv antage of all the agencies 
of distribu tion, the bankers, the car­ 
riers, the commission merchants, the 
packers, the millers. 
“This is a mov ement to u nify 
all 
the agencies of produ ction, distribu ­ 
tion and consu mption, so that 
they 
can fu nction as a co-ordinated whole, 
which will sell at the right place and 
at the right time. A tine ex ample ot 
this is the grape ex change 
recently 
established in California. 
“This mov ement toward co-opera­ 
tion is still in its 
infancy . 
It 
has 
sometimes failed 
throu gh 
lack 
of 
management, bu t it is sou nd in theo­ 
ry , and when condu cted in a bu siness­ 
like way . offers the most promising 
sou tion to the great marketing pro­ 
blem. 
“It av oids any attempt at price fix ­ 
ing or pu tting the Gov ernment 
into 
bu siness, both of which wou ld be fa­ 
tal to the independence of the farmer 


and in the need wou ld bring disaster. 
It likewise av oids the hazardou s pro 
posal of a su bsidy , which the Ameri­ 
can people wou ld nev er be willing to 
pay for any length of time. It rests 
on the sou nd merchandising principle 
of taking the produ ct and disposing 
of it in the most adv antageou s way 
that shrewd and orderly 
marketing 
affords. 
“Su ch fu rther assistance as is ne- 
necessary to render this effort more 
effectiv e throu gh setting u p a board 
for its administration, su pplied with 
su fficient fu nds to 
demonstrate 
its 
sou ndness in its ex perimental stage, 
may well be prov ided by the Nation­ 
al Gov ernment”. 
“Deflation was bou nd to occu r”, he 
said, “as it alway s does, after the in­ 
flation of a war period. 
Bu t its oc 
cu rrence was none the less filled with 
distress. 
The artificial prices 
had 
stimu lated produ ction. 
The final re­ 
su lt was disaster, as the final resu lt 
is alway s disaster in the v iciou s cir­ 
cle of an artificial high price and in­ 
creased produ cton. 
In the end, ov er 
produ ction occu rs, which brings with 
a crash to the ru in of all concerned”. 
“A farmer has been pu t 
on 
the 
Federal Reserv e Board”, 
he contin­ 
u ed, “a former master of the Nation­ 
al Grange has been pu t on the Tariff 
Board, "and finally there hav e 
been 
fou r sweeping redu ctions in Feder­ 
al tax ation, which I am told by the 
Department of Agricu ltu re practical­ 
ly reliev ed the farmer from 
pay ing 
tax es to the Federal Gov ernment. 
“The different things the National 
Gov ernment is doing to aid agricu l­ 
tu re is a most impressiv e list”. 
In conclu sion, the President 
said 
that the Gov ernment wanted to 
see 
the condition of the farmer continu e 
to improv e. 
“It is encou raging to know 
that 
it is better than the condition of the 
farmer in any other cou ntry ”, he de­ 
clared. 
“The profou nd interest of the Gov ­ 
ernment is demonstrated by the fact 
that it is doing more for the agricu l­ 
tu re of the nation than

“Once the u nordered goods arriv e 
what shou ld be the recipient’s 
atti­ 
tu de toward them? 
Mu st he accept 
them ? 
Shou ld they be retu rned ? Is 
he obliged to pay for them? The an­ 
swer of these qu estions is ‘No’. 
Becau se these goods arriv e u nher­ 
alded and u nanticipated and becau se 
they come in packages which 
are in 
no way indicativ e of the goods they 
contain, it is practically 
impossible 
for the recipient to refu se the goods 
when they are deliv ered to him. Fu r­ 
ther, they may be left in 
the 
mail 
box or u pon the front porch while the 
recipient is ou t, and once they 
are 
left in that way the Postoffice Depart­ 
ment considers that the goods 
hav e 
been accepted. 
Ev en after su ch deliv ery and 
‘ac­ 
ceptance’ has been made the liabili­ 
ties of the recipient are v ery limited 
and well defined 
so that the mere 
fact that u nordered goods hav e l>een 
pu t into a person’s hands need 
dis­ 
tu rb nobody . 
Unordered merchandise 
shou ld not be u sed or 
appropriated 
for u se by the recipient u nless 
he 
wishes to incu r liability to pay for 
them. If he does u se them the recipi­ 
ent cannot legally av oid pay ing 
for 
them by say ing that they came into 
his hands withou t his solicitation or 
specific order. 
The recipient, on the other hand, is 
u nder no liability to retu rn the goods 
or to notify the sender that they hav e 
been receiv ed ev en thou gh an ad­ 
dressed and stamped env elope or car­ 
ton is enclosed in the original parcel 
for that pu rpose. He is u nder no ob­ 
ligation to accord the goods any par­ 
ticu lar degree of care or to notify the 
sender that he holds them su bject to 
the sender’s disposition. 
As the u nsolicited holder of goods 
distribu ted at the risk of the sender, 
the recipient is obliged to giv e them 
a certain degree of care, bu t 
they 
need be held only for 
a reasonable 
length of time du ring which the send­ 
er may instru ct a qu alified agent 
to 
call for them. If su ch an agent does 
call within a reasonable time, the re­ 
cipient has the right to demand 
the 
pay ment of storage charges before 
tu rning the goods v oer to the agent”.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


By Floy d C. Shoemaker 
The death 
of 
Charles Ferdinand 
Wimar at the age of thirty -fou r No­ 
v ember 28, 186 2 in St. Lou is, shorten­ 
ed a life of fru itfu l serv ice in contri­ 
bu tion to Missou ri’s field of art. Al­ 
thou gh one will not find a biography 
of Wimar in most popu lar works re­ 
lating to artists, the produ ctions of 
few American painters 
possess 
as 
great an ethnological interest as his. 
Born in Siebu rg, Germany , Febru ­ 
ary 19 , 1828, Wimar came to Amer­ 
ica in 1843. when only fifteen y ears 
of age, and located near St. Lou is. 
He became the friend of the Indian 
becau se of his fondness for the things 
that the Indian knew. Consequ ently 
he associated with them and learn­ 
ed to know their traits. He dev elop­ 
ed an early interest in art, and as a 
stu dent apprentice in a sign shop he 
began his first work. 
Pictorial designs and color combi­ 
nations which came 
from 
Wimar’s 
bru sh both su rprised and 
attracted 
the attention of his employ er. By rea­ 
son of an inheritance coming from a 
man he had befriended when ill, Wi­ 
mar realized 
his ambition’s 
dream 
and went to Du esselcforf, Germany in 
1852 to stu dy . 
It was while he was stu dy ing 
in 
Du esseldorf that Wimar painted “The 
Captiv e Charger” and “Attack On An 
Immigrant Train”. 
Wimar is recog­ 
nized becau se he was one of the few 
American painters 
who 
hav e spent 
y ears in stu dy abroad and retu rned to 
the American continent to 
incorpor­ 
ate into his work the nau tral beau ties 
that abou nd here. He is particu larly 
noted for his conceptions of the In­ 
dian in his nativ e life, and the Bu ffa­ 
lo in his nativ e hau nts. 
In 186 0, he painted a pictu re 
en­ 
titled the “Bu ffalo Hu nt”, and in 1861 
painted at the requ est of Henry 
T. 
Blow of St. Lou is the same 
pictu re 
with an added phrase, the “Bu ffalo 
Hu nt by Indians”. It was du ring this 
same y ear that he married Anna v on 
Senden. 
They had one child named 
W'enona which died two y ears after 
birth. 
He trav eled among 
the 
Indians 
making photographic stu dies which 
he later protrav ed on canv ass with 
his masterfu l conception. 
His gifts 
to art were of high character, y et he 
failed du ring his life-time to receiv e 
the appreciation that was du e him. 
His pu blic works are: Fou r ellipti­ 
cal paintings and fou r portraits in the 
dome of the St. Lou is Cou rt 
Hou se. 
They were “De Soto Discov ering the 
Mississippi”, "Laclede Landing at the 
Site o<f St. Lou is”, “Indian Attack on 
St. Lou is”, and ‘Westward the Star 
of Empire Takes its Cou rse”. 
Por­ 
traits: “George Washington”, “Mar­ 
tha Washington”, “Edw. Bates” and 
“Thomas H. Benton”. 
These paint­ 
ings hav e been renewed from time to 
time and restored as nearly as possi­ 
ble to the original. 
The greater part of his works are 
owned in St. Lou is. 
While painting 
the dome of the cou rt hou se, he be­ 
came so ill of consu mption that 
he 
had to be carried to and 
from 
his 
work, and rested on a cou ch 
when 
fatigu ed. He said to his wife “This is 
my last work, when the dome is fin-! 
¡shed, I shall be finished too”. 
His 
words were only too tru e, for when 
his bru sh had 
completed 
the 
last 
stroke of this great work, he sank ex ­ 
hau sted and died Nov ember 28, 186 2 
at the age of thirty -fou r y ears. 
He 
died, historians believ e, 
before 
he 
had reached the peak of his su ccess 
as a painter of natu ral wild American 
Indian and Bu ffalo life. 
It was not u ntil after 
his 
death 
that his work was recognized as ou t­ 
standing. Hodges in his biography of 
Wimar say s: 
“Of the generation 
following,

Early Settlers 


Mrs. Finley was born a t McMinn­ 
ville, Tenn., November 19, 1828, anti 
at the age of ten years 
her parents 
moved to Scott County, two miles be- 
; low Benton in Sandywoods, where she 
resided for twenty-five 
years. 
H er 
first husband w as Willis F oster, with 
whom she lived for seven years 
and 
to them three children w ere born, all 
of whom are dead. 
Five years a fte r 
the death of Mr. Foster, she m arried 
Bob Finley, and to them tw o children 
w ere born, one of whom, R obert F in ­ 
ley, resides a t Chaffee, the other d y ­ 
ing in infancy. 
E arly in h er married 
life Mrs. Finley lived above Benton 
on the Cape G irardeau road, and then 
afte r moving to the Commerce vicin­ 
ity she remained 
there. 
Mr. Finley 
died about tw enty years ago. 
The families of K itts and 
Kelsos 
are the only ones G randm a Finley re ­ 
m em bers as residing in the neighbor­ 
hood of the place where h er parents 
settled when coming to Missouri. She 
walked two and a half miles to 
a t ­ 
tend her first school, which had 
a 
sand floor and Jim Norrid was 
the 
teacher.

week from Monday are divided as to 
whether to push farm relief legisla­ 
tion through before March 4 or to lay 
it on ice and thereby compel Herbert 
Hoover to call a special session, as he 
is pledged to do if no action is taken 
now. 
The anti-special session bloc mus­ 
tered 
a powerful 
recruit today 
in 
Speaker Longworth, who is in a po­ 
sition to do much toward speeding up 
or putting the brakes on the legisla­ 
tive activities of the coming session. 
Speaker Longworth wants to rush 
the farm legislation through and let 
Hoover open his administration with­ 
out having Congress on his hands. If 
there must be an extra 
session 
to 
raise the tariff, as New England 
in­ 
terests are 
demanding, 
Longworth 
would have this session deferred un­ 
til next fall. 
He said summers were 
too hot in Washington to permit of 
the best work, but it is doubful if that 
is his only reason, because he added 
that the ways and means committee 
might sit here through 
the summer 
and carefully prepare a measure 
to 
be considered by Congress next fall. 
Speaker Ixmgworth probably believes 
haste will be waste, if Congress tries 
to rush tariff revision this spring. 
Senator McNary of Oregon, co-au­ 
thor of the McNary-Haugen farm re­ 
lief bill, revealed that he has finish­ 
ed drafting a revised version of his 
bill, which omits the equalization fee 
so objectoinable to President 
Cool- 
idge. 
The revised McNary bill 
has 
been approved by Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Jardine, it is understood, and 
word has circulated 
that both 
the 
president and the president-elect are 
favorably disposed 
to 
it. 
McNary 
wants to rush this measure thru and 
avoid an extra session. 
McNary frankly feara that if a 
special session is called, the high tar­ 
iff group in Congress will get out of

the Payne-Aldrich act was passed. 
McNary, though a regular Republi­ 
can, sees a danger in the fact

Democrats have 
gone over to a higher 
tariff policy 
than they ever have tolerated. He is 
not opposed to 
tariff 
revision but 
only hopes the party will not over­ 
step itself and encounter such a fate 
as befell the Republicans in 1910-12 
Senator King, Utah, Democrat, an­ 
nounced today he will introduce a bill 
for Philippine independence, so 
tariff can be placed 
on

sugar. 
This is to 
protect 
western 
beet sugar growers, especially Colo 
rado, Utah, Idaho and Nebraska who 
are insisting upon shutting out Phil­ 
ippine sugar as a measure of self- 
preservation. 
The revised McNary bill contains 
all of the major provisions of the old 
measure which was twice vetoed ex 
cept the equalization fee.

A revolving fund of $250,000, 
000 to be used in stabilizing surplus 
crops.

posed of prdoucers and financed 
by 
the federal board, empowered to buy 
up surplus crops and hold them dur­ 
ing periods of glut. 
The chief change from the old bill 
is that the farm board would be em­ 
powered to creat as many stabiliza­ 
tion corporations as necessary. 
The 
old plan was to create one corpora­ 
tion for each commodity, but it 
has 
been suggested that growers of 
the 
same commodity located 
in 
widely 
separated regions are sometimes sub­ 
ject to diverse conditions and would 
prefer to deal through 
a 
sectional 
stabilization corporation, instead of a 
national one. 


Washington, 
November 
22.—The 
death toll in the United States from 
automobile accidents 
was estimated 
by the Commerce Department today 
to have reached a total of 25,513 per­ 
sons during 1927. The estimates were 
complicated by the fact that only 91.3

dents alone—not including the

ORDERLY MARKETING 
FOR FARM RELIEF 


Washington, November 23.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge, speaking before the 
National Orange, declared that volun­ 
tary co-operation among fanner of­ 
fered the most promising solution to 
their great marketing problem. 
In a comparatively short address, 
the President did not mention the 
McNary-Haugen bill which he has 
twice vetoed, and he barely noticed 
President-elect Hoover's proposal for 
stabilisation corporations to 
handle 
farm crops. 
He said that he had set 
out his own views on farm relief so 
many times that he did not care to 
dwell on them on this occasion. 
“Sometimes I-wonder if gatherings 
of farmers are not a little tired of 
hearing discussions of farm relief“, 
he observed. 
“One of the greatest handicaps of 
agriculture is temporary over produc­ 
tion”, the President declared. 
“The 
world is hungry to consume all the 
farmer ever raises. His difficulty aris­ 
es from attempting to sell 
at the 
wrong time or the wrong place. The 
most successful method of meeting 
this difficulty has been true co-opera­ 
tive associations. They have enabled 
agriculture in a large way to take 
better advantage of all the agencies 
of distribution, the bankers, the car­ 
riers, the commission merchants, the 
packers, the millers.. 
“This is a movement to unify all 
the agencies of production, distribu­ 
tion and consumption, so that 
they 
can function as a co-ordinated whole, 
which will sell at the right place and 
at the right time. A fine example of 
this is the grape exchange recently 
established in California. 
“This movement toward co-opera­ 
tion is still in its infancy. 
It has 
sometimes failed 
through 
lack 
of 
management, but it is sound in theo­ 
ry, and when conducted in a business­ 
like way, offers the most promising 
soution to the great marketing pro­ 
blem. 
“It avoids any attempt at price Ax­ 
ing or putting the Government into 
business, both of which would be fa­ 
tal to the independence of the farmer 


and tn tha Mad would bring dlaaatar. 
It likewise avoids the hasardous pro­ 
posal of a subsidy, which the Ameri­ 
can people would never be willing to 
pay for any length of time. It rests 
on the sound merchandising principle 
of taking the product and disposing 
of it in the most advantageous way 
that shrewd and orderly marketing 
affords. 
“Such further assistance as is ne- 
necessary to render this effort more 
effective through setting up a board 
for its administration, supplied with 
sufficient funds to demonstrate 
its 
soundness in its experimental stage, 
may well be provided by the Nation­ 
al Government“. 
“Deflation was bound to occur”, he 
said, “as It always does, after the in- 
Aation of a war period. 
But its oc­ 
currence was none the less Ailed with 
distress. 
The artiAcial prices 
had 
stimulated production. 
The Anal re­ 
sult was disaster, as the Anal result 
is always disaster in the vicious cir­ 
cle of an artiAcial high price and in­ 
creased producton. In the end, over­ 
production occurs, which brings with 
a crash to the ruin of all concerned“. 
“A farmer 1ms been put on 
the 
Federal Reserve Board”, he contin­ 
ued, “a former master of the Nation­ 
al Grange has been put on the Tariff 
Board, *lnd Anally there have 
been 
four sweeping reductions in Feder­ 
al taxation, which I am told by the 
Department of Agriculture practical­ 
ly relieved the farmer from paying 
taxes to the Federal Government. 
“The different things the National 
Government is doing to aid agricul­ 
ture ia a most impressive list”. 
In conclusion, the President 
said 
that the Government wanted to see 
the condition of the farmer continue 
to improve. 
“It is encouraging to know 
that 
it is better than the condition of the 
farmer in any other country”, he de 
dared. 
“The profound interest of the Gov 
ernment is demonstrated by the fact 
that it is doing more for the agricul­ 
ture of the nation than any other 
Government does or ever did. But we 
are still far from perfection. 
Much 
remains to be done. But as we con-

recipient—neckties, 
toilet articles, perfume, auto access­ 
ories, golf balls, cigars, tobacco, 
Christmas greeting cards—anything 
that is reasonably small and can be 
sent through the mail is material for 
the grist mill of the promoter of “Un­ 
ordered Merchandise“ schemes. 
It is not exactly Illegal to send an 
article to a person who has not or­ 
dered it, but it is an annoyance, and, 
of course, it is not a gift A “please 
remit” notice accompanies the ship­ 
ment If payment is not promptly 
made, 
annoying 
collection 
letters 
responsibility, as fbllows: 
The National Better Business Bu­ 
reau has commented on the receiver's 
responsibility, as follows: 
Once the unordered goods arrive 
what should be the recipient's atti­ 
tude toward them? 
Must he accept 
them? Should they be returned? Is 
he obliged to pay for them? The an­ 
swer of these questions is 'No'. 
Because these goods arrive unher­ 
alded and unanticipated and because 
they come in packages which 
are in 
no way indicative of the goods they 
contain, it is practically 
impossible 
for the recipient to refuse the goods 
when they are delivered to him. Fur­ 
ther, they may be left in the mail 
box or upon the front porch while the 
recipient is out, and once they 
are 
left in that way the Postoffice Depart­ 
ment considers that the goods have 
been accepted. 
Even after such delivery and 'ac­ 
ceptance' has been made the liabili­ 
ties of the recipient are very limited 
and well deAned 
so that the mere 
fact that unordered goods have been 
put into a person’s hands need dis­ 
turb nobody. Unordered merchandise 
should not be used or appropriated 
for use by the recipient unless he 
wishes to incur liability to pay for 
them. If he does use them the recipi­ 
ent cannot legally avoid paying for 
them by saying that they came into 
his hands without his solicitation or 
speciAc order. 
The recipient, on the other hand, is 
under no liability to return the goods 
or to notify the sender that they have 
been received even though an ad 
dressed and stamped envelope or car 
ton is enclosed in the original parcel 
for that purpose. He is under no ob­ 
ligation to accord the goods any par 
ticular degree of care or to notify the 
sender that he holds them subject to 
the sender’s disposition. 
As the unsolicited holder of goods 
distributed at the risk of the sender, 
the recipient is obliged to give them 
a certain degree of care, but 
they 
need be held only for a reasonable 
length of time during which the send­ 
er may instruct a qualified agent to 
call for them. If such an agent does 
call within a reasonable time, the re 
cipient has the right to demand the 
payment of storage charges before 
turning the goods voer to the agent”

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


By Floyd C. Shoemaker 
The death of 
Charles Ferdinand 
Wimar at the age of thirty-four No­ 
vember 28, 1862 in St. Louis, shorten­ 
ed a life of fruitful service in contri­ 
bution to Missouri’s field of art. Al­ 
though one will not find a biography 
of Wimar in most popular works re­ 
lating to artists, the productions of 
few American painters 
possess 
as 
great an ethnological interest as his. 
Born in Sieburg, Germany, Febru­ 
ary 19, 1828, Wimar came to Amer­ 
ica in 1843, when only fifteen years 
of age, and located near St. Louis. 
He became the friend of the Indian 
because of his fondness for the things 
that the Indian knew. Consequently 
he associated with them and learn­ 
ed to know their traits. He develop­ 
ed an early interest in art, and as a 
student apprentice in a sign shop he 
began his first work. 
Pictorial designs and color combi­ 
nations which came 
from 
Wimar’s 
brush both surprised and attracted 
the attention of his employer. By rea­ 
son of an inheritance coming from a 
man he had befriended when ill, Wi­ 
mar realised 
his ambition's 
dream 
and went to Duesseldorf, Germany in 
1852 to study. 
It was while he was studying 
In 
Duesseldorf that Wimar painted “The 
Captive Charger” and “Attack On An 
Immigrant Train”. 
Wimar is recog­ 
nised because he was one of the few 
American painters who have spent 
years in study abroad and returned to 
the American continent to incorpor­ 
ate into his work the nautral beauties 
that abound here. He is particularly 
noted for his conceptions of the In­ 
dian in his native life, and the Buffa­ 
lo in his native haunts. 
In 1860, he painted a picture en­ 
titled the “Buffalo Hunt”, and in 1861 
painted at the request of Henry T. 
Blow of St. Louis the same picture 
with an added phrase, the “Buffalo 
Hunt by Indians”. It was during this 
same year that he married Anna von 
Senden. 
They had one child named 
Wenona which died two years after 
birth. 
He traveled among 
the 
Indians 
making photographic studies which 
he later protrayed on canvass with 
his masterful conception. 
His gifts 
to art were of high character, yet he 
failed during his life-time to receive 
the appreciation that was due him. 
His public works are: Four ellipti­ 
cal paintings and four portraits in the 
dome of the St. Louia Court 
House. 
They were “De Soto Discovering the 
Mississippi”, “I.aclede Landing at the 
Site of St. Louis”, “Indian Attack on 
St. Louis”, and 'Westward the Star 
of Empire Takes its Course”. Por­ 
traits: “George Washington”, “Mar­ 
tha Washington”, “Edw. Bates” and 
"Thomas H. Benton”. 
These paint­ 
ings have been renewed from time to 
time and restored as nearly as possi­ 
ble to the original. 
The greater part of his works are 
owned in St. Louis. 
While painting 
the dome of the court house, he be­ 
came so ill of consumption that he 
had to be carried to and from his 
work, and rested on a couch when 
fatigued. He said to his wife “This is 
my last work, when the dome is fin­ 
ished, I shall be finished too”. 
His 
words were only too true, for when j 
his brush had completed the 
last 
stroke of this great work, he sank ex­ 
hausted and died November 28, 1862 
at the age of thirty-four years. 
He 
died, historians believe, 
before 
he 
had reached the peak of his success 
as a painter of natural wild American 
Indian and Buffalo life. 
It was not until after his death 
that his work was recognised as out­ 
standing. Hodges in his biography of 
Wimar says: 
“Of the generation 
following, 
a 
few men of talent have successfully 
trodden the path biased by Wimar,

and would scare the school children, 
but the grown people were not afraid 
of them”. 
"We had coffee on Sundays and al­ 
so biscuits. 
The only sweetening we 
knew was molasses”. 
The men sowed enough wheat 
for 
their own use, and this was harvest­ 
ed with a reap hook. The grain grow­ 
er would grab a handful, cut it with 
the hook and lay in piles. 
Later the 
wheat was flailed out of the straw 
and taken to a mill for grinding. Mrs. 
Finley’s father drove to Cape G irar­ 
deau to get his grist, where a water 
mill was in operation. 
“The only tea we knew anything 
about was sassafras and spice wood 
tea”, Mrs. Finley replied when asked 
about this beverage. 
Once a week molasses candy was 
made for the children. 
First Furniture 
The first furniture was made 
of 
polar and that was used in the 
bed 
steads and tables. 
Chairs were made 
from 
hickory 
with split 
bottoms. 
Grandma Finley still has two chairs 
of the first set the bought—from 
a 


man named Turner, who lived 
near 
Benton—but they have been re-bot­ 
tomed.

springs. 
Entertainm ent 
When asked about 
entertainm ent 
for young people of her early days, 
Mrs. Finley said htye went to church, 
had singing schools, a play occasion­ 
ally and dances, where fiddles furn­ 
ished the music. 
Methodist For 90 Years 
"I joined the Methodist church in 
Tennessee at a camp meeting when I 
was ten years old”, was Mrs. Finley’s 
answer to a question as to her church 
membership. 
They shouted 
in 
the 
Methodist churches, and 
the 
people 
sat on hard benches and listened 
to 
sermons that were hours long some­ 
times. There was lots of good sing­ 
ing. 
The aged lady did not go to church 
on the 18th as she 
had

company, but the Sunday before she 
was in her accustomed place at serv­ 
ice. 
Her’s has been a long 
life 
in 
the work of the church. 
There were 
no newspapers in the early days and 
most of the reading was done in the 
Bible and the few school books 
that

when she made her first trip to Cape 
Girardeau, in 1839. 
She goes to bed at nine o’clock each 
night and gets up at six in the morn­ 
ing.

MONDAY AFTERNOON 


The A. A. Davis Construction Co., 
tied into the highway 00 at the Shoe 
Factory shout 4 o’clock Monday af­ 
ternoon, completing the 
21-mile all 
concrete highway between this city 
and New Madrid. 
Construction 
of 
this stretch of road was started June 
12, at 4 p. m. and the last batch was 
poured about five months later, which 
equals any peace time record for per­ 
manent road construction, 
according 
to road men located here. 
The Davis Company contracted and 
completed all dirt 
work, 
grading, 
construction of shoulders and instal­ 
lation of culverts in addition to actu­ 
ally laying the slab. 
One mile per week is the record for 
this five-month period.

of 75 to 80 men per day worked since

! wagon Toad of tin cans and pickle bot­ 
tles, all from the Chain store In 
a 
nearby town, a big profit 
on 
each 
paid to the manufacturers and anoth­ 
er to the Chain store syndicate. 
We 
even hear farmers' wives My "it is 
as cheap to buy bread as it hi to bake 
it", when the facts are, that 
$3.00 
worth of flour will bake as much 
bread as $7.00 or even $9.00 will buy 
at the grocery, the bakers art all get­ 
ting rich, and home baked bread 
is 
better than any baker's bread. 
A neighbor woman, a tenant farm ­ 
er's wife, came to our home a few 
days ago, and wanted to buy apples, 
saying that they had only had a few 
apples this season. 
We had no ap­ 
ples to 
sell, but 
wife gave her a 
basketful and told her that in our lit­ 
tle orchard enough apples 
to have 
supplied two families had been going 
to loss ever since the first of August. 
This orchard is not a half mile from 
where she lives, and the apples would 
not have cost her a cent. 
Contrast 
this with the very well-to-do folks a 
mile away, who heard that we had 
peaches to sell and called up on the 
phone to ask about it. Our folks told 
them that we had none to sell, but 
that we did have a tree, in a briar 
patch with about a bushel and a half 
of excellent small peaches on it to 
give sway. 
They came and mashed 
the briars down, picked every peach, 
brags on them and wanted 
to 
pay 
for them. 
Some fellows who worked for us 
the past summer came in an automo­ 
bile, one of them smoked a package 
of tailor-made cigarettes a day and 
did not have enough clothes to cover 
all the bare spots.—Missouri Farm- 
ler.

DRY WOOD BURNS BRIGHT 
AND GIVES MORE HEAT 


If firewood is to give the maximum 
of heat in either stove or fireplace it 
must be seasoned before it is burned. 
“A piece of green wood”, says Rolf 
Thelen, of the United State Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, “will throw out 
less heat if burned 
green 
than if 
dried first. 
Green 
wood, of course, 
may be preferred for fuel when it is 
desired to keep a low fire for a long 
time, but as a rule the practical ad­ 
vantages 
of having 
firewood 
well 
dried are unquestioned. 
After cut- 
tine firewood, therefore, the first ob­ 
ject is quick drying. 
“In order to dry wood as fast as 
possible, it is necessary to expose It 
to sun and wind and protect it from 
rain. The piles should be as narrow 
and as open as possible, so that what 
wind there is may blow freely thru 
them. The cords near the bottom of 
the pile usually dry more slowly than 
the others, particularly if the 
pile 
rests directly on the 
ground. 
Any 
temporary roof , or cover to keep off 
rain will help to produce fatter dry­ 


ing. A raised support for the pile is 
desired. 
“Wood piled in a closed shed usu­ 
ally dries more slowly than that pil­ 
ed in the open. Woodsheds would be 
better if they were 
built 
open or 
slatted for a foot or so above 
the 
floor, so that the lower layers of the 
wood could receive good circulation. 
This would dry the wood better and 
would also help to prevent decay of 
both shed and wood".

Milking machjnes may partly 
re­ 
place the "hired man", but are they

They are, according to 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
dairy specialisst, if they 
are 
thor­ 
oughly washed pad sterilised immed­ 
iately after each milking, either by 
chemicals or by heat Results of ex­ 
periment* show, however, that 
uni­ 
formly lower bacterial count as were 
obtained from heat than from the use 
of chemicals. 


An experiment in 
bird-attracting] 
methods is being conducted co-oper-j 
atively by the Biological Survey and 
the Bureau of Plant Industry of the] 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture at the letter's experimental 
chestnut orchard at Bell, Md. These 
studies are not only for the purpose 
of studying methods of attracting de­ 
sirable birds but directly to increase 
the number of insectivorous birds In | 
the vicinity 
of the orchard. 
In 47 
bird boxes erected on a tract of 2Vi 
acres there were produced, two years] 
ago, when the experiment 
started, 
17 
partial 
or 
complete broods of 
birds. 
Last year, with the 
same] 
equipment, the number of broods rose 
to 40, and in the past season, with 62 
additional bird houses, making a to­ 
tal of 99, scattered over three and 
a i 
half acres, 66 broods were produced. 
This was an average of 18.6 broods to ] 
the acre, or almost three times 
many as 
during 
the 
first season. 
Among theM birds were 33 families] 
of Houm wrens, 9 of European starl­ 
ings, • of English sparrows, 7 of pur­ 
ple martins, 6 broods of bluebirds,] 
and 1 family each of flickers and 
crested flycatchers.
